Chinese military factions

BEIJING — Gunfire spread 
around the capital of China this morn- 
ing, and reports said military factions 
were battling over the government’s 
assault on the massive demonstra- 
tions for democratic reforms. 

A Chinese source reported seeing 
seven wounded soldiers lying on a 
street in the southeast part of the cap- 
ital, the apparent victims of gun bat- 
tle. 


Other unconfirmed reports said sol- 
diers were fighting soldiers around

Troops occupied bridges and other 





strategic locations going into the 
square and shot at cars and pedes- 
trians trying to get through. 

Thousands of troops and tanks 
occupying the square lined up along 
the northern perimeter facing the 
former imperial palace. 

Other tanks took up new posi- 
tions on key intersections off the 
100-acre square. 

Nine tanks and 10 armored per- 
sonnel carriers left the square 
Tuesday morning, heading east- 
ward. 

Gunfire could be heard from be- 
hind the palace, and_ artillery 
shelling was heard in a far north- 
west suburb of the city. 

When asked about talk of sol- 
diers fighting soldiers, one West- 
ern diplomat said, “It’s more than 
that. There is solid evidence.” He 
spoke on condition he not be identi- 
fied and refused to elaborate.

Officer fatalities rise

Seventy-eight law enforcement of- 
ficers were killed in the line of duty 
during 1988, according to preliminary 
national figures released by FBI Di- 
rector William S. Sessions. 

The number of officers killed in 
1988 was higher than in 1987 when 74 
officers were killed. In Utah, only one 
officer was killed by a criminal act in 
the line of duty, said D. Douglas 
Bodero, Utah commissioner of public 
safety. 

Corrections Lt. Fred House, a 
SWAT team member and canine offi- 
cer, was shot and killed on May 28 
during a shootout, ending a 13-day 
standoff at the Singer/Swapp com- 
pound. 

House was ordering a hesitant po- 


_lice dog to subdue armed persons at. 


the Marion farm of the Singer/Swapp 
clan farmstead when he was shot. 
Two-hundred sixteen officers were 
assaulted in 1988 in Utah, said 
Bodero. Of the 216 assaults, 73 oc- 
curred between midnight and 4 a.m., 
he said. ; : 
Hands, fists and feet were used as 
the assault weapon in 177 of the as- 


saults; firearms in 16; knives or other 
cutting instruments in four; and other 
dangerous weapons in 16, said 
Bodero. 

Firearms were the weapons used 
most in the murders of officers. Of the 
78 slayings, 62 of the murders were 
with handguns, 12 with a rifle and two 
with a shotgun, according to the FBI. 

One officer was beaten to death 
with a blunt instrument and one was 
Cray, struck with an automo- 

ile. 

Forty-six of the victims were city 
police officers, 19 were county offi- 
cers, seven were employed by state 
law enforcement agencies, four were 
federal officers and two were territo- 
rial officers, according to the FBI. 

The FBI said that 33 officers were 
attempting to apprehend or arrest 
suspects when slain. Of the 33 offi- 
cers, 12 were killed while involved in 
drug-related situations, seven were 
in pursuit or attempting to stop a rob- 
bery suspect, three were responding 
to burglaries and 11 were attempting 
arrests for other crimes. 

Twenty officers were wearing body 
armor at the time of their murders 
and 13 officers were killed with their 
own weapons, according to the FBI.

Firestorm caused by careless workers 


MOSCOW — Careless workers continued pumping gas into a ruptured 
pipeline until it filled a valley and exploded into a firestorm that destroyed two 
passenger trains, President Mikhail S. Gorbachev said Monday. 

' - Tass quoted a Civil Defense spokesman as saying the number of confirmed 
dead in the explosion and fire Sunday was 190, but the toll appeared certain to 
rise. The official news agency said 187 bodies were found at the scene in the 
Ural Mountains and 53 died in hospitals. 

The Civil Defense spokesman told Tass that 706 people had been admitted to 
hospitals, but 272 of the 1,168 people on the two Trans-Siberian Railroad 
trains are still missing. 

Izvestia, the government newspaper, said a mile-long “flame front” con- 
sumed the trains, destroying hundreds of yards of track and telegraph lines. 

Gennady K. Dmitrin, editor of the Evening Chelyabinsk, a newspaper 
published in one of the lar gest cities in the Urals, said by telephone his paper 
had a list of 500 to 800 dead, but it was based on preliminary information. 

Dmitrin said children under age 8 do not have to buy train tickets, so the 

number of passengers on the two trains could be greater than reported. 

Some of the dead were children bound for summer resorts, Gorbachev told 
the Soviet Congress. 


Court makes racial bias harder to prove 


WASHINGTON — A sharply divided Supreme Court erected significant 
new barriers Monday for workers who try to prove with statistical evidence 
that they are victims of racial bias. 

The 5-4 decision prompted bitter remarks from the dissenting justices who 
said the nation’s highest court may be turning its back on America’s history of 
racial discrimination. 

“One wonders whether the (court) majority still believes that race discrimi- 
nation — or, more accurately, race discrimination against non-whites — is a 
problem in our society, or even remembers that it ever was,” said Justice 
Harry A. Blackmun ina dissenting opinion. 

J ustice John Paul Stevens, in a separate dissent, said the court is “turning a 
blind eye” to the Civil Rights Act of 1964 and its principles banning on-the-job 
discrimination. 

“The changes the majority makes today, tipping the scales in favor of 
employers, are not faithful to those principles,” Stevens said. 


Solidarity claims victory in Polish election 


WARSAW, Poland — Solidarity won Poland’s freest elections in four 
decades by a landslide, the ruling communists conceded Monday, urging the 
opposition not to abuse its tr iumph by stirring anarchy in the country. 

The admission of defeat, two days before the official results were to be 
released, came amid signs that a special slate of prominent government 
officials was overwhelmingly rejected by voters. 

Despite the Solidarity landslide in Sunday’s parliamentary elections, the 
communists are expected to retain control of the legislature because election 
rules guarantee it a majority of seats. 

The union claimed Monday that Solidarity won almost all seats it was 
allowed to compete for, indicating that the opposition may have veto power in 
the two-chamber legislature. 

“We will not back away from the road of democracy and reforms,” party 
spokesman Jan Bisztyga promised, but he called on the opposition to also show 

“co-responsibility for the country. 

“Tf feelings of triumph and adventurism cause anarchy in Poland, democracy 

and social peace will be seriously threatened,” Bisztyga said. 


Van Dam not tough enough, group says - 


OGDEN — A Davis County group fighting child sexual abuse has accused 
Utah Attorney General Paul Van Dam of refusing to prosecute such cases, 
claiming he has dropped 14 of 16 complaints since taking office. 

However, a spokesman for Van Dam questioned the number of reported 
eases and insisted the attorney general is diligent in prosecuting child sexual 
abuse cases wherever appropriate. 

The Network Against Child Abuse said Van Dam talked tough in last year’s 
campaign, then turned his back on the cases after he took office in January. 

Van Dam, a former Salt Lake County Attorney, ousted two-term Republi- 
ean David Wilkinson last November. He was the only Democrat to win a state 
office in the 1988 elections. 

Network President Lynda Driscoll said'she talked with’Van Dam before and 
after the election, and contends he has ‘not. taken up the gauntlet on prosecut- 
ing cases. 


Drug-related murder almost resolved 


SALT LAKE CITY — Wasatch County authorities say they are getting 
closer to solving the drug-related, execution-style shooting death of a Salt 
Lake man in Wasatch County. 

Meanwhile, Salt Lake police also hope to clear a couple of kidnappings 
believed connected to the homicide. Salt Lake Police Lt. Norm Thompson, 
whose office has assisted the Wasatch County sheriff's department, said 
Monday that investigators followed several leads over the weekend. 

The body of Anthony J. Chavez was found the morning of May 28 about 
three miles east of Hailstone Junction near Heber. About 100 yards from 
Chavez was Lino Collato, a 30-year-old Mexican national who had been shot 
and stabbed. Collato remained in serious condition Monday. 

When Salt Lake police found the body of a woman May 30 in an irrigation: 
ditch northeast of the airport, they thought the slaying may have been related

to the Chavez slaying. Those theories have been ruled out since police identi- 


fied the woman as a transient from Arizona, Thompson said.

Springville museum could add new wing

The 52-year-old Springville Mu- 
seum of Art needs to increase its size 
and financial stability to become ac- 
credited, said the director of the mu- 
seum. 

Director Vern G. Swanson said a 
new addition to the museum will help 
make accreditation possible. He said 
he envisions the building of a wing to 
be completed by 1996, which is Utah’s 
centennial. With approval and fund- 
ing for the expansion, the museum 
could celebrate the centennial with 
the state’s largest and best exhibit of 
the history of Utah art, said Swanson. 

One of the main motivations Swan- 
son sees behind the proposal of a new 
wing is the accrediting stamp of ap- 
proval from the American Associa- 
tion of Museums. He said the 
Springville museum is one of the 
largest non-accredited museums in 
the United States, and the additions 
and renovations included in the plan 
would result in accreditation. He also 
said accreditation would lead to fund- 
ing necessary to keep the museum 
updated for modern use.

Swanson said the museum has a 
privately funded architectural ren- 
dering of a possible new wing plan to 
propose to the Springville Museum of 
Art Board of Trustees on June 15. He 
said the new addition would comple- 
ment the existing building in its archi- 
tecture and would update the mu- 
seum features. 

Lila Larsen, the assistant director 
of the museum, said, “The new addi- 
tion would help us better serve the 
state.” 

Larsen also said the new wing, 
which would include a children’s 
gallery, would especially benefit the 
school children. She said they would 
be able to provide more demonstra- 
tions for the children and accommo- 
date more of them at one time. 

Swanson said the city of Springville 
has agreed to give the museum 
$75,000 for a new roof. He said the 
existing roof is not resistant to the 
weather, and leakage has already de- 
stroyed some paintings. 

Swanson said some of the proposed 
renovations would add a climate con- 
trol system, elevators, nicer re- 
strooms and proper storage and 
custodial rooms. “A modern museum

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requires more than just the actual 
space to exhibit art,” he said. 

The new wing, said Swanson, 
would add 10,800 square feet to the 
existing 25,000 square feet and would 
be attached to the south side of the 
building.

Temple Square gaining 
worldwide recognition

The 4.2 million tourists visiting 
Temple Square last year brought 
$93.5 million into Utah’s economy, 
said the executive vice president of 
the Salt Lake Convention Center. 

“The number of tourists visiting 
Temple Square in 1988 increased 25 
percent from the previous year,” said 
John Tanner. “If it keeps going like it 
has been, it’s likely the numbers will 
greatly rise and impact the economy 
even more directly.” 

The $93.5 million brought into 
Utah’s economy through tourism at 
Temple Square is approximately one- 
fourth the amount brought in by 
tourists through all the ski resorts 
combined, which is estimated at $400 
million dollars, said Mark Dixon, com- 
munications director of Ski Utah (a 
promotional organization.) 

Quig Nielsen, director of public re- 
lations for Temple Square, said that 
aside from the impact on Utah’s econ- 
omy, Temple Square has become one 
of the nation’s top tourist attractions 
and is gaining worldwide attention. 

He said he has personally guided 


Air pollution 
caused by 
many sources

Pollution generated by Geneva 


Steel is not the major source of pollu- . 


tion in many of the southern cities of 
Utah County, said the president of 
Geneva Steel Friday to the Utah 
County Committee on Clean Air. 

“People don’t realize that the PM- 
10 produced by Geneva Steel, is not 
the whole problem for cities such as 
Spanish Fork and Payson,” said 
Joseph A. Cannon. 

PM-10 is all the particulates in the 
air that are ten microns (ten millionth 
ofa meter) or smaller, said Sam Rush- 
forth, a BYU botany professor. 

Robert J. Grow, Geneva Steel vice 
president, said according to some pol- 
lution monitoring conducted by the 
company, some. of the pollution: par- 
ticulates in the air: may be coming 
from other industries in the northern 
counties. 

While Geneva Steel has been at- 
tributed as the source of 66 percent of 
the air pollution in Utah County, it is 
not the only source of pollution, said 
Rushforth. “Woodburning — con- 
tributes 16 percent, road dust 11 per- 
cent, and diesel fuel 7 percent,” he 
said. 

All contributors to air pollution in 
Utah County should be of concerned 
for the future, said Grow. “The num- 
ber of vehicles and the amount of road 
dust will increase. Woodburning 
stoves and diesel fuels will increase, 
but the production of Geneva Steel 
(pollution) will stay the same,” he 
said. 

Utah County Commissioner Brent 
Morris said people need to be in- 
formed about the long-range effects 
of pollution that are caused by wood- 
burning stoves, transportation and 
industry, so they may know how they 
can help in contributing to clean air. 

Rushforth said 2 to 3 percent of all 
the vehicles in the county are diesels 
and will contribute as much air pollu- 
tion in Utah County as the rest of the 
vehicles in the county combined. 

Jon Lear, vice president of the In- 
stitute for Resource Management, 
said citizens need to realize they are 
contributors to the pollution problem. 

“Cities just like Provo or Payson,” 
said Lear, “are not any different than 
Denver, Phoenix or Los Angeles (in 
pollution). It only depends where 
each city is on the growth cycle. 

“The community has the opportu- 
nity to look at the pollution problem 
now or 10 years down the road,” said 
Lear. “Why not get involved in the 
pollution program when it costs a 
dime instead of when it costs $100,” 
he said.
